The second largest! group of 
registered archers in the history 
of the National Field Archery As- 
sociation’s annual tournaments 
stepped to the line last Monday 
at 1 p m. at Camp Grayling to 
start towards the National cham- 
pionships. - 

A.total of 1,170 archers were 
registered as shooting got under- 
way. This tota} is only exceeded 
by the 1,402 which registered for 
the 1958 tournament also at 
Camp Grayling. The 1957 shoot 
at Watkins Glen, New York drew 
just slightly over 1,000 while the 
1959 tourney at .Bend, Oregon 
drew only about 700. 

Leading: the registration was, of 
course, host state Michigan with 
865. Second in line was Pennsyi- 
vania with 123 followed closely by 
New York with 105 and Ohio with 
101, our two newest states, Hawaii 
and Alaska failed to send any ar- 
chers to the tourney but three 
were registered from Canada. 

Finals in the tournament will be 
shot Thursday with the main 
trophies scheduled to be presented 
at 1:45 p. m. at Camp Grayling. 
A gathering at 7 p. m. the same 
evening will be used to present 
all of the other prizes, medals and
